2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art teaches or 
fairly suggests using antibodies recognizing in the region of amino acids 17-24 of carboxylated 
osteocalcin (COC) in the presence of EDTA to measure the osteoporosis or bone fragility in the 
persons. The closest prior art is the reference of Koyama et al. (J. Immunological Methods 1991 
Vol. 139, page 17). However, Koyama et al. do not teach using EDTA to increase the specificity 
of the COC detection.
